The largest attendance which has yet 
gathered at a session of the committee 
which is investigating the convict lease 
system, was present when the session 
opened yesterday afternoon. Dr. Brock, 
for the third time, was not present at 
the hearing. . ” 

Today members of the investigating 
committee will introduce in each houeé 
of the general assembly, a joint reso- 
lution, asking authority to employ an 
expert accountant to audit the books of 
the state prison commission and the 
books at the state farm and the state 
reformatory. 

Mr. Yancey. bookkeeper for Dr. W. B. 
Bamby,. the largest individual convict 
broker in the state, was present, but 
did not produce his books as ordered. 
Judge John S. Candler made the state- 
ment that he had advised his client not 
to do so;in the absence of Dr. Hamby 
from the city. He said the latter would 
return this week and would probably 
comply -with the commitiee’s wish. 

Throughout the hearing the very ac- 
tive part taken by Jake Moore in the 
leasing and subleasing of convicts, 
white actimg as chief warden of the 
state. wae brought out. He hada part 
in ‘ffinumerable transfers. According 
to the testimony of Joel Hurt, he acted 


as agénht for Dr. Hamby. 
Moore Collected Bids. 

Mr. Hurt stated that on one occasion 
bids for convicts made by lessees were 
collected by Jake Moore and taken to 
an inner room in the offices of the 
prison commission’ and opened. Wit- 
ness stated he had never before heard 
of ids being opened except pubticiy 
and in the presence of the bidders. 
On the contract in question, the Did 
of witness was rejected and that of 
Hamby & Toomer, for whom Jake 
(Moore acted as agent. were successfu'. 
Their bid was slightly over that of 
witness. 

General Clifford L. Anderson told of 
an incident in which several companies 
empowered W. PB. Lowe to bid on con- 
victs. His bid was too low, but in re- 
sponse % a tip from Judge J. S. Tur- 
mer, chairman of the commission, hé 
raised it and secured 700 convicts. 
When called upon to prorate them, he 
advised witness that he had acted upon 
his individual responsibility. 

That the prison commission had 
knowledge of the fact that state war- 
dens were receiving money from !es- 
aces was stated by Joel Hurt and Rep- 
resentative Holder. 

Representative John N. Holder was 
the first witnegs on the stand. He told 
of his visit as a member of the legis- 
lative investigating committee to the 
camps of J. S. Betts & Co., and the Ir- 
win county road gang. He said condi- 

ons at both places were good. 

Aske if he knew anything else of 
interest fh the light of the present in- 
vestigation, he said he had been told 
that wardens of the state were receiv- 
ing money from convict lessees, some- 
times receiving more thanthelir salary 
from the state. He declined to give 
the name. of his informant, although 
requested to do so. He finally con- 
sented to five the committee the names 
of fwe men whom they could 8ub- 
poena, and one of the five would be 
the party who. had talked with him. He 
is an employee of the state. 

Jake Gets His Rake Off. 


Witness said when he was informed 

about the act of wardens in accepting 
outside pay, he told DOr. J, R. Brock, 

chairman of the penitentiary commit- 
tee of the legislature. The latter re- 
plied: 

“T do not know about that, but. I 
think Jake gets a rake-off whenever 
convicts are leased.”’ 

Asked if the Jake was Jake Moore, 
chief warden of the state penitentiary, 
he replied that it was. 

Witness advised him that he ought 
to tell the governor and also the mem- 
bers of, the prison commission. He 
agreed, and the next day witness came 
to the capitol and met him. Mr. Hoi- 
der continued: 3 

“He told me that he had communi- 
cated to the prison commission the in- 
formation I had received about the 
wardens. He told me it was not neces- 
sary for me to say anything to them, 
as he had already told them. I replied, 
‘All right. I will go to see the gov- 
ernor. We went in to see the gov- 
érnor, and I told him some wardens 
were receiving pay from convict les- 
sees. Dr. Brock also gave the gov- 
ernor the information he had told me 
about Jake Moore. 

“I aid not call on the prison commis- 
sion at that time, but came back to 
Atlanta tm the spring and called on 
them. Turner told me he had recetved 
this information, and had written to 
each warden in the state to ascertain 
the facts, and had found some were

Status of Senator Foraker. 

Just what is to be the status 
Senator Foraker at the opening of the 
campaign at Youngstown, on Septem- 
ber’, is to be decided by a special com- 
mittee of the state executive commit- 
tee, appointed today. The duty of this 
committee is to decide on a speakers’ 
program, with particular instructions 
to report on the advisability of inviting 
the senior Ohio senator to make an 
address. 

The state central committee settled 
the three county committee contests in 
favor of.what is termed the ‘“Simon- 
pure Taft men.”

SHIPPERS MAY COMBINE. 


Important Roling by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Washington, July 27.—According to a 
decision by the interstate coommerce 
commission today shippers may cambine 
small quantities of freight of various 
ownership, either by arrangement among 
themselves or through the medium of a 


bined lot at the relatively lower rates 
applicable to large shipments. 

The commission decided in favor of the 
smaller shippers upon the ground that 
the ownership of property tendered for 
shipment cannot be made a test as to 
applicability of a carrier’s rates, The 
interstate commerce law forbids discrim- 
‘wination between shippers, and the fact 
that ene shipper tenders a “bulkhead 
shipment,” made up of property of vari- 
ous ownership consolida@ed before deliv- 
ery to the carrier, will not justify the 
carrier in making a different charge 
than for a shipment of similar charac- 
ter tendered by a shipper who is also 
the owner.

The arrival of William Randolph 
Hearst started a delirious demonstra- 
tion. 

The hall was in an uproar as Hearst 
mounted the steps Kading to the plat- 
form. » He took no notice of the demon- 
stration, but after remaining on the 
rostrum for about three minutes in 
consultation with the secretary of the 
convention, he descended into the bedy 
of the hall, taking a seat with the 
New York delegation. 

Hig action was a signal for renewed 
cheering, and the délegates, shouting 
“Hearst! Hearst!” {immediately started 
on a Parade around the hall chanting 
continuously the nama of the New 
York editor. The parade continued ‘for 
several minutes before quiet was re- 
Stored. 

Milton W. Howard, of Alabama. took 
@<« gavi and introducd Charlies Aj 
Walsh. of Iowa, secretary of the pro- 
visional national committee, who read 
the call for the convention. 

This docufhent declared the purpose 
of the gathering to be the foundation 
of an independent party and the nom- 
ination of candidates for president and’ 
vice president. 

The readjng was interrupted by cries 
of “Hearst!"" and one man in the bal- 
cony cried “Bryan!” A storm of hisses 
that followd wag stilled by the gavel. 
Mr. Howard, at the conclusion of the 
invocation, announced the names of 
the temporary officers of the conven- 
tion. His mention of Mr. Hearst was 
received with an outburst of applauee, 
and when Mr. Hearst mounted the ros- 
trum the convention rose en masse, 
cheering wildly. 

When quiet had been restored, Mr. 
Hearst began his address as temporary 
chairman of the convention. 

Speech of Hearst. 


Mr. Hearst spoke as follows: 


“My friends, this is the first national 
convention of the independence party. 

“Whether jt shall prove an historical 
even& or merely a passing political in- 
cident: depends on the wisdom and pa- 
triotism with which we shall deliberate 
and act, . 

“If'the men who met in Independence 
Hall, in Philadelphia, on the Fourth of 
July, 776, bad had within them any 
feeling of hesitation, any disposition 
Lowards compromise or concession, that 
day would now pass as any other day 
on the calendar. 

“But the patriots who assembled 
there had courage in their hearts, de- 
termination tn thelr minds, high pur- 
pose’ in their souls, and the Fourth 
of July is satuted throughout the world 
as the birthday of liberty for all men. 

“It is too much to say that our con- 
vention can ever reach the importance 
of the second continental congress, but 
the principles they meant to dechare,

the commission, without waiting for the 
filing of formal complaints, will insti- 
tute an investigation of its own motion 
for the purpose of determining whether 
or not the advances are justified. 
Cheek on All Advances. 


“The commission is having a clos6 
check made of all advances in freight 
rates. The commission,*of course, has 
no formal information of the pfoposed 
advances until they are set forth in 
tariffs which are required by law to be 
filed with the commission thirty dare 
in advance of. their, effective’ date. So

Paul, and other northwestern points of 
two cents per hundred pounds; class 
rates from Mississippi rivér points and

This announcement by the commis- 
sion is regarded as of ‘great impor- 
tance. 

Following closely upon the action of 
Cincinnati shippers appealing to the 
president to induce the commission to 
take this course it is generally be- 
HMeved here that the suggestion calling 
forth the statement came from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Chairman Knapp said 
last Saturday that the law contem- 
plated investigation of the reasonabie- 
ness of rates by the commission after 
they have become effective, but he 
thought the commission might decide 
that the increase is effective after no- 
tice has been given by a carrier and 
before the new rate actually goes into 
effect.

“There were enough bids higher than 
that of Mr. Lowe to take up all the econ- 
viets to be disposed of except 700 On 
the day the bids were opened, Judge 
Turner. chairman of the prison commis- 
gion, telephoned Mr. Lowe that there 
were more bids than his which wouid 
take up all but 700 convicts, but if he 
would run his bid up to $98 the next

who was nothing but a big brute with no 
idea of right and wrong. like he did, 
was sure the men were treated 
wrong. Hie cited one instance where 
Brown laid a crippled convict on the 
ground with a heavy log on his neck 
and another on his legs and whipped 
him until he eould not holler. 

“1 Strickland, of Albany, QGa.. 
the next witness. He stated that he 
had heen a guard or a foreman at the 
various camps throughout the state. 
and that he had been in ‘the employ of 
the state In these capacities s{nce 1872. 
but that he was not now connected 
with any camp; that he left Kruger 
& Pace the last one he worked for. in 
June, (908. 

When asked regarding the genera! 
conditions of the Kruger & Pace camp. 
the witness stated that the vards and 
buildings were in bad shape: that the 
clothing was fair: that they were 
changed once a week, and washed by 
the convicts on Sundays or nights. if 
they wanted to. They slept in the same 
clothes that. they worked in. and the 
blankets and ticking were washed but 
seldom.

if he saw Jake Moore or 
any member of the prison commission 
at the camp, he stated that he saw 
Jake Moore once, and Captain Dead- 
wyler once, and some member of ie 
invesfigating committee of the legisia- 
ture last fall, but that he only stayed 
about two or three minutes, and did 
not inspect anvthing. 

The witness stated that the food was 
fat meat and corn bread, with some 
vegetables occasionally. The dinner 
time, as get by the prison commission 
rules, was complied with, one hour be. 
ing allowed at one time, one hour and 
a half at another, and tin the heat ofr 
the summer, two hours. 

The men worked from daylight 
dark, and sometimes later, and 
they had tasks to d0, and when they 
feiled in these tasks, they were 
whipped, but that he had never. heard 
of a convict being whipped so that 
he died. 

Mr. Strickland created quite a sensa- 
tion when he« stated that several peo- 
ple had spoken to him regarding testi- 
fving at the trial, but that none had 
told him not to testify. Witness state. 
further that Captain Barbee came 
down to the train with him and came 
up on the same train, Dut that other 
than saying that he did not want wit 
ness to give him a bad name, he said 
nething. Witness stuck to his’ promise. 

He recited, however, an incident that 
happened in Albany just before he left 
the city, that a man whom he did not 
know, but whom he thought was con- 
rected with Kruger & Pace, stoppe1 
him on the street, the following cor- 
versation being passed: “Are you go- 
ing to Atlanta tonight?’ Witness: 
“Yes.”’ Stranger: “If you tell anything 
up there that you Ought not to tell, 
there will be another Cox-Alston af- 
fair.” Witness: “I only hope that I 
have a better gun than Alston did.” 
This ended the episode, and witness 
stated that he had never seen the man 
before in his life, but that he supposed 
that he was connected in some way 
with Kruger & Pace, else he would not 
know that he was going to the inves- 
tigation. 

Not Fit to Work Convicts, 


Having worked in about !100 camps 
throughout the state for the past thir- 
ty-five or forty years, the witness was

asked how were the conditions at the 


Chattahoochee Brick Company ¢amp. 
He stated that he worked there sixteen 
days, and that he got “lousy. 43,4 
hcg.” 

Asked what he thought about Captain 
Casey, the ‘warden, and whether he 
cursed much or not, the witness stated 
that he considered that Captain Casey 
was a very vrutal man, and not fit to 
work convicts, and. that he cursed 
nearly all the time, and maybé in his 
sleep. die said that the men were 
kept at a dog trot all the time. 

When asked why he did not report 
the matter to Goodloe Yancey, witness 
said: “What good :would it do? On 
being asked what made him say that, 
he said that several of the guards had 
written to the commission regarding 
it, and some had reported in person, 
and no investigation was made. 

Wihen asked how the food was, wit- 
ness stated that it was bad, ahd that 
the tables had no cloths on them, and 
the men were forced to eat with their 
fingers. He stated thet on the night 
that Sam Jones died the men had ham 
for supper; that he did not know why 
the warden did it, but he said that it 
was because Of Sam's death. 

In regard to whippings, the witness 
stated that Captain Casey whipped 
some of the convicts every night, but 
that he did not learn of any of them. 
dying. 
Fifty Whipped at Once. 

When asked regarding the Durhem 
Goal and Coke Company mings, and 
how many he had seen whipped at 
that place, he said that he saw 50 
whipped at one time, taking from sun- 
up until 9 o'clock. He saw several 
of them taken to the hospital on sev- 
eral occasions, but none of them killed. 

He recited an instance where a white 
man refused to allow Captain Mitchell, 
the warden, to twhip him, saying that 
he would will him = first. Captain 
Mitchell gave him an hour to make up 
his mind, and then when he refused, 
started to carry out his whipping, when 
the men advanced on him with a razor, 
and Captain Mitchell shot him down, 
the first shot taking effect in the 
throat, and killing him instantly. A 
coroner's jury decided ‘‘that it was in 
self-defense;"" the witness, however, 
added: “That these coroners juries are 
just matters of form, anyway. rie 
said that Captain Mitchell walked out 
ealmiy, sticking his revolver in 21s 
pocket as if nothing had happened. 

J. R. Stamps, coroner of Fulton coun- 
ty in 1902, was put on the stand and 
asked about the death of Peter Harrie, 
colored, who died at the Chattahoochee 
Brick compahy camp. The negro had 
been severely beaten just before he 
died. The verdict of the coroners jury, 
ever which Coroner Stamps presided, 
was that deceased came — death 
from drinking too much water, : 

He said ae fennel trouble in finding 
anybody who knew anything about the 
negro's death. Two negroes, who work- | 
ed near the deceased prisoner, finally 
were secured, and testified at the in- 
quest. There were also some white 
men before the coroner's jury. 

Dr. Harper was then a medical stu- 
dent. and acted as bailiff. He examined 
: in the dead house, as did Mr. 
hefore the jury convened. Jury 
was secured at depot and from outsid- 
ers around the camp. 

Mr. Stamps coulé not recall from 
memory all the incidents connected 
with the inquest. He believed the ver- 
dict was the proper one. 

This ended the testimony of the day, 
and the committee adjourned to meet 
again this afternoon at 3 o'clock. Before 
adjourning, hawever, Murphy Candler 
offered a resolution that the commit- 
tee appoint an expert accountant to 
examine the books of the prison com- 
mission, the state farm and the re- 
formatory at Milledgeville.

Mditor Constitution: In your issue of 
even date, 1 notice a statement 
by one R. A. Keith, an ex-convict, 
“tore the legislative committee of 
vestigation, in which he savs that 
Abe Winn, who Wa@e sentenced 
Cobb county for: larcény, was so se- 
verely whipped by Captain John D. 
Goode, deputy warden’ at the camps of 
the Durham Coal and Coke company, 
that he had to be admitted to the hos- 
pital and died in a week's time after 
his admission, from the effects of such 
punishment, and that the trouble was 
pronounced by me as being consump- 
tion.

MAKE CONVICT REFORM EFFECTIVE! 

Confident that any measure adopted for the government and control of 
the state convicts, which does not effectively eliminate the abuses per- 
meating the entire system from lease camp to state farm, will prove a legis 
lative travesty, The Constitution feels that the importance of complete, 
sweeping and decisive action cannot be too severely stressed. 

There is, apparently, too much disposition to place the burden of these 
abuses wholly. upon the lease system, and to look to abolition of that evil 
alone as the remedy for the great complaint of which the whole state peni- 
tentiary scheme is sick.

The democratic convention which gave that emphatic declaration to 
Georgia had scarce adjourned when the general assembly met the question 
face to face and found itself overwhelmed with demands to root out the 
lease s8ystem to its nethermost depths. 

iT WAS A PLATFORM DEMAND THAT BROUGHT 
EMPHATIC ANSWER. . = 

But investigation develops the fact that the general assembly has a 
greater and a more important work to do. 

It must either wholly abolish the whipping post in all convict camps from 
State farms throughout the list, or it must so safeguard the punishment of 
those meriting it, that the border line between moderation and inhumanity 
Shall not be crossed. 

It is the abolition of brutality and cruelty that the legislature owes the 
State, and it is a debt that can not be paid on the installment plan. 

We believe the legislature can and should wholly eliminate the whipping 
post by substituting humane forms of punishment for recalcitrant convicts, 
which would prove even more effective than the brutalizing lash. 

The lash degrades not alone the convict in whom there remains a spark 
of manhood, but also him who applies it. 

But whether or not it takes this forward step, the general assembly 
must now face the fact that unless it makes future repetition of these shock- 
ing and revolting cruelties impossible, it will have failed in its foremost 
duty to the state.

The patriotic and public-spirited determination of the people of Sum- 
ter county to open and keep open the third district agricultural school, for 
the full term, whether the state makes proper provision for these institu- 
tions or not, must commend itself to all Georgia. 

The people who have put $50,000 into this school and given it to the 
state, feel that there is an obligation which goes above and beyond anything 
that is due directly to them, and that is a duty to the agricultural interests 
of the ‘entire district. 

Therefore, if they cannot get the needed funds from the state, they pro- 
pose to supply the money themselves, rather than that the many seeking this 
important knowledge should be denied. 

But no such action On their part should be made necessary. The state 
has assumed this obligation, and it is the duty of the legislature to meet it. 

The Martin fertilizer tag tax bill, the only measure which seemed to offer 


,jany hope, is dead, practically beyond the hope of effective resurrection. 


The passage of that measure would have met the state’s obligation not 
only to the communities which built and gave these schools, but to the 
important and expanding agricultural interests of the state, and without 
costing the farmers of the state a dollar. 

Its failure leaves the legislature confronted by that obligation still. 

Certain expedients have been suggested through which it may be possible 
to fulfill that duty, but brtef time remains in which to work them out and 
put them into legislative effect. 

Georgia cannot afford to put upon the communities which have so gen- 
erously given this important property to the state, the expense of maintain- 
ing these agricultural schools even for one year: few of them can afford to 
bear the burden, nor is it right that any of them should. 

We may laud Sumter county's patriotism, but we can not, in justice, make 
it the excuse for legislative neglect.

It was the forty-four plain drunks, 
with thirty-six of them charged to near 
beer, that broke the record. Not since 
the first day of last January, when the 
prohibition law went into effect, had 
there been such a court docket. 

As prisoner after prisoner stepped uD 
to answer for a plain “drunk and out,” 
the recorder asked the question that he 
has been propounding for six months: 

“Where did you get your liquor?” 

The answer almost invariably was: 

“Never had any liquor.” 

“Well, what made you 
recorder would ask.

The comptroller gen- 
eral agreeq to accept last 
ures without increase, yet the board 
of arbitrators cut it down nearly a 
million. The board was composed of 
tallroad Commissioner George Hillyer. 
representing the state, and Thod A. 
Hammond, of Atlanta, for the railroad 
company. They reached an agreement 
Without calling tn an umpire. The 
valuation agreed on, while nearly a 
million less than the 1907 valuation, is 
$1,450,651 in excess of the railroad’s 
1908 return. 

Railroaq Commissioner George Hili- 
yer, representing the state, dissenting, 
and Reuben R. Arnold. of Atlanta. as 
umpire, deciding the case, the board of 
arbitration has returned a valuation 
of $235,000 for the property of the 
Postal Telegraph Company in Georgia, 
including both physical property and 
franchise. This is $65,000 less than the 
Postal’s valuation for 1907, which the 
comptroller general had agreed to ac- 
cept for 1908. 

Comptroller General Wright in prac- 
tically all cases has insisted merely 
upon the same valuation for 1908 as 
those fixeq by arbitration boards for 
1907. There is an apparent disposition 
on the part of the 1908 board to make 
material reductions in favor of the 
corporations.

“TO WORK IN CITY 


CouncilMakes Request of State 
Legislature 


RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED | 


Either County Misdemeanor or State 
Felony Cenyicts Are Wanted. 
Council Members Believe City 
Should Have Such Cone 
victs to Work on 
Streets, 


The convict question invaded the gen- 
eral council of Atlanta yesterday aft- 
ernoon when Aldenman Hancock intro- 
duced an ordinance which»seeks to se- 
cure either county misdemeanor con- 
victs or state convicts to work on the 
city’s streets. 

The ondinance was adopted by a vote 
of i3 to 3. A large majority of the 
members of council believed that since 
the city, with its police, furnished near- 
ly all the county convicts and many 
of the state convicts from this county, 
it was nothing but right that the city 
should receive some ‘benefit from the 
labor of such prisoners. 

The ordinance was as follows: 

Whereas the present general assembly is 
considering the advisability of changing the 
method of working the convicts of the state, 
and it Is very desirable that the convicts 
from this city and county be worked upon 
the streets of the city and the roads of the 
county, and the city of Atlanta desires to re- 
ceive a portion of the convicts or such num- 
ber as the state may see fit to award for the 
purpose of working the streets and highways 
of the city: 

Thereforg be it resolved by the mayor and 
general council, That our representatives !n 
the general assembly be and they are hereby 
requested to secure legislation by which the 
misdemeanor convicts from the city court 
of Atlanta may be turned over to the public 
works department of this city in order that 
they may be worked upon the streets and 
highways of the city, and that, to take the 
place of thease misdemeanor convicts for 
county work, a fair proportion of the con- 
victs of the state may be turned over to the 
county authorities of Fulton for safe keep- 
ing and labor upon the roads and highways 
of the county. 

Be it resolved further That, if the foregoing 
legislation cannot be passed, that our repre- 
sentatives be requested to secure some legis- 
lation by which the convicts of the state, 
whose labor is now sold and whose persons 
are now leased to private corporations or in- 
dividual enterprises, may be transferred to 
the public works department of the city for 
safe keeping and hard labor upon the streets 
and highways of this munictpality. And we 
hereby offer to the general assembly of Geor- 
gia to take any substantial part of said con- 
Victs for the purpose of safe keeping and 
hard labor upon the etreets and highways of 
this city.

end regulating of a piano requires an 
amnount of skill and training that is 
seldom realized by the owner. 

“As a rule, the professional piano 
tuners may be divided into three 
classes, those. who are employed by 
the regular music houses. those who 
are employed by the manufscturers 
and those who pursue their calling in- 
dependently. 

“Musically, we are more dependent 
upon or more at the mercy of these 
piano tuners than we usually realize; 
and tt is of interest to see just how 


In piano tuning, as in everything else, 
natural ability counts for a great deal, 
and what applies to the class does not 
fit the individual, so that there may be 
good and bad piano tuners in any one 
class. 

The manufacturers of pianos and 
the dealers naturally desire to plare 
their wares before the public in the 
best possible condition, ang the tuners 
employed by them are required to do 
thelr work carefully and systematical- 
ly. But these competent piano tuners 
are relatively few. and are to be found 
at the great manufacturing centers or 
distributing points. , 

“It hag usually taken these men‘ a 
long time to acquire their experience. 
The independent tuners, those who 
hang out their signs, are usually men 
who have picked up their knowledge 
of piano tuning and repairing in a 
haphagard manner, and comparatively 
few of them have undergone the spe- 
cia) training of the piano tuning school 
or the regulating department of a fac- 
tory. It is to this class that the least 
efficient members of the piano tuning 
fraternity belong, and the objeet of 
the proposed legislation is to eliminate 
the most unfitted of these so that the 
public may have its confidence restored 
toward the members of the profession. 

“Under existing conditions with no 
safeguarg around the owner of‘a piano, 
to protect him against the unscrupu- 
lous, instruments go months and even 
years, because ‘the last man ruined 
their piano,’ and they know not whom 
to trust. ’ 
“These conditiong obtain everywhere, 
particularly in the rural districts. It 
is a well-known fact that the ‘ineffi- 
efent’ or tramp tuner does more harm 
than good to the instruments he un- 
dertakes to tune or repair; and, after 
he has got his pay ang gone, the regu- 
lar professional hag to be called upon 
to put the instrument in playing con- 
dition. It is no uncommon thing to 
find the damage almost frreparable, and 
always expensive. 

“As regards the profession of piano 
tuning as a business, it may be stated 
that the skilled and thoroughly train- 
ed tuner can derive a large incomé 
from his work, and therein lies the 
reason for s0 many who misrepresent 
themselves to the public in order to 
get the corresponding good pay that 
the trained*tuner can command.
